Atrocious Treatment of the Help-
less Part of Campaign Plans
of Military Leaders.

POLICY OF FRIGHTFULNESS

Terrorlam Declared a Necessary Prin.
ciple in National Warfare—Bru.
talitiea May Be Said to Be Di-
rectly Attributable to the
Emperor Himself.

A pamphlet Just issued by the Com
mittee on Public Information tells of
the horrors deliberately and systemat.
leally inflicted upon the people of Bel-
glum by the QGerman soldiers, under
the orders of their commanding effli
eers. Quotations given are from docu
ments already made public or in the
poasession of the government at Wash.
Ington,

For many venrs leaders in every oly
flized nation hinve been trylng to make
warfare less brutal. The great land
marks In this movement are the Ge
neva nnd Hague convestlons. The for
mer made rules an to the enre of the
&lck and wounded and established the
Red Cross, At the first meeting at Go
nevi. In 1864, It was agreed, and untl!
the present war It hax been taken for
granted, that the wounded, and the doc
tors and norses who enred for them,
would be snfe from all attancks by the
enemy, The Hagve conventlons,

rawn up In 1800 and 1007, made addi-
lonal rules to soften the usnges of wir
and especinlly to protect noncomhst

nts and conquered Innds, l'h-rmunh'
ok a prominent part In these meet

g%, and with the other natlons =0l
emnly pledged her falth to keep all the
roles excopt one artiele In the Hugue
Pegnlations. This  wae article 44
which forhade the conqueror to foree
any of the conquered to give Informn
Hon. ANl the other rales and reguli
tions she accepted In the most binding
manner,

But Germany's military Yenders hnd
no Intention of keeping these solomn
promizes,  They hud  heen  tenlned
along different lnes. Their leading
goenernle for many years had bheen urg:
Ing a polley of frightfulness. In the
middle of the nineteenth contury Van
Clanusewltz wns looked upon ne (he
grontest military authority, and the
maethods whieb he ndvorated wers used
by the Prusslan army In Its suecossfin
by the Prussinn army In 1ts snecessful
ennse these wara hid heen successful,
the wisdom of Von Clausewlifz"® meth-
ods seemed to the Prussinn army to be
fully proved.

Policy of Frightfulness,

Now, the essence of Von Clansewlhy'
tenchings was that suceessful wnr In
yolves the ruthless appliention of foree.
In the opening chapter of his muaster
work, “Vom Krlege” ("On War"), he
anys:

“Violence arms Itaelf with the Inven-
tlons of art and sclence, Selfe
fmposed restrietions, almost Imporcep
tible nnd hardly worth mentloning

Even the lmperial counellaors seem to
hnve heen shoekod at the emperor's
“poech, and efforte weoere promptly
mnde (o suppress the eireulation of his
exnct words,  The efforts were only
purtly suceesaful, A few weeks Inter,
when the letters from the German snl-
diers in Chinn were belng published,
In loenl Germun papers;, the leading
solnlint newspaper, Vorwaerts, ox
cerpted from them reports of atrocl
fles ander the title "Letters of the
Hins"  Many of the leaders In the
relehsing fell very keenly the hrutality
of the emperor's speech, The obnox-
log word “Funs" hnd exelted nhmost
unlversal  condemnntion, When the
relehstng met, In November, the speeeh
wins openly discuzsed. Herr Licher of
the conter (Catholic party), after quot
Ing the “no merey” portion of the
speech, added, “There are, nlns, In Gor
muny groups enough who have regarid
il the ntrocities told In the letters
whiel have been published as the duti-
ful response of soldiers so addressed
nmnd enconrnged.”  The leader of the
socinl demoernts, Herr Bebel, spoke
even more pointedly, Townard the end
of 2 two-hour address on the atroclties
committed by the German soldiers In
Chdnn and on the speech of the em
peror, he sald:

“If Germnny wishes to he the bearer
of clvillzetlon to the world, we will
follow without contrndietion, But the
wnys and menns in which this world
polley hns been enrreled on thus far, In
which It hns been defined by the em
[eror nre not, In our oplnion,
the woy to preserve the world position
of Germuhy, to goaln for Germany the
respect of the world."

The consequences of the emperor's
speech Behel aptly deseribed :

“By It the signnl wa=s glven, gourbed
In the highest authority of the German
emplre, which must inve most welghty
consequences, not only for the troops
who went to Chinn but slso for those
who stayed st home. An expedition
of revenge s0 barbmrous ns (his hus
never occurred In the last hundeed
years and not often In history: at
least, nothing worse than this has hap
pened In history, elther done by the
Huns, by the Vandels, by Genghis
Khan, by Tamerlane, or even by Tilly
when he sincked Magdeburg.”

Atrocities in China.

These atrocities in China or “ketters
of the Huons" continued to be published
In the Vorwnerts for severa! years and
appeared Iintermitiently In the debates
of the relchstag ns Inte as 1908, At
that time the socialist, Herr Kunert,
reviewing the procedure In n trinl of
which he had been the vietim In the
previous summer, stated that he had
offered to prove “that German soldlers
in China had engaged In wanton and
hrutal ravaging; that plunder, pllluge,
extartion, robbery, ns well as rape and
sexunl abuses of the worst Kind, had
ocourred on n very Inrge seule and that
Cemunn soldlers had participated In
them.” He had not been given an oap-
portunity to prove his allegations, bhut
hued heen sentenced to prison for three
months for asanlling the honor of the
"whole Germmn army."” The out-
rageansness of this sentence was made
clepr by the revelntions, made In the
relehstag shortly afterwnrds, of simil-
Inr atroecities committed by German
officinlz nnd soldlers in Afrlen In the
campaigh against the Hereros,

These Ideas, which have come to
contral the minds of the milltnry
clnss, are best shown In the “"German
War Book™ (“Kriegabrauch Im Land-
kriege), published in 1002, The tone
of this authoritative book may be
fudged from the followlng extracts:

Teachings of German War Book.

“But since the tendency of thought
In the Inst century was dominated es-
sentinlly hy humanitarian considers-
tions which not Infrequently degene-
rated lnto sentimentslity and fGubby
emotion (Seatimentalitat und weleh-
licher Gefuhlschwarmerel), there have
not been wanting attempts to Influ-
ence the development of the usages of
war In a way which war in funds-
mental contradiction with the nature
of war and Its object, Attempts of
this kind will also not be wanting In
the future, the more so as these ugi-
tatlons have found e kind of moral

recognition In saome prn\ln!nnq of the
Jonventlon and the Brussels
aitd Hague conferences.”

'‘By steeping himself in military his-
nn offlcer will he able to guard
himsclf agninst humanitari-
il netlons: It will tench him thist cer
nin severitieos intdispensahie to
VAr, DIy the true hu
wnity very Ies ruthless
pptiention of them"™

These forms have been of great nse
to the German commuanders in I!r-l-l
glum nnd northern Freance. The close-
ness with which they have heen fol-
lowed In these conquered lands, dur-
Ing the present war, may he seen by
repding these two proclamations:

“The City of Brussels, exclusive of'
itx suburbs, has been punished by an
addittonnl fine of 5,000,000 francs on
necount of the attnck made upon a
German soldler by Ryckere, one of its
police ofticials.

they are under no obligation to accept
the new johs unless satlsfled with
wages and conditions. Thus their en-
rolliment In the reserve differs from en-
listment In the army, where the goldler
lins mo cholee bur to obey.

CRAWFISH CLOSES FACTORY
